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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1954. 

The  birth  rate  is  the  highest  since  1949.  There  were  56  more 
live  births  than  in  1953. 

Although  the  deaths  from  cancer  rose  by  8  over  the  previous 
year,  the  principal  cause  of  death  was  still  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation,  which  were  responsible  for  216  deaths. 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  easily  led  the  field  amongst 
the  Infectious  Diseases.  Children  can  be  effectively  immunised 
against  this  and  the  best  age  to  have  a  baby  done  is  between  four 
and  six  months.  Parents  in  doubt  should  talk  it  over  with  the 
Health  Visitor  when  she  calls  and  she  v/ill  give  them  advice  on 
this  and  any  other  matter  concerning  their  children. 

Although  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  it  is  essential  to 
keep  the  children  protected  against  this  as  only  by  having  a  very 
high  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected  can  we  be 
certain  of  preventing  this  horrible  disease.  I  also  strongly  urge 
that  parents  get  their  babies  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  The 
family  doctor  will  do  this  on  request  unless  there  is  some  contraindi¬ 
cation  such  as  infantile  eczema. 

As  we  do  not  live  in  perfect  conditions  we  have  to  resort  to 
artificial  protection  of  individuals,  usually  by  injections.  At  the 
present  time  I  consider  every  baby  should  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  unless  there  are  medical 
reasons  to  the  contrary. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  constantly  on  tho  watch  out  for 
dangerous  food  handling  techniques  but  they  cannot  control 
individuals’  habits.  Laziness  or  thoughtlessness  in  dealing  with 
food  to  be  consumed  by  others  may  easily  lead  to  illness.  My 
advice  is  that  one  should  always  be  suspicious  of  food  which  has 
not  been  freshly  prepared,  especiahy  if  it  has  not  been  in  a  refrigera¬ 
tor.  The  latter  will  not  destroy  bacteria  and  toxins  but  its  use  will 
retard  their  multiplication. 

I  should  like  just  to  say  a  word  on  Milk.  This  is  an  excellent 
food  for  everyone  and  is  completely  safe  if  efficiently  pasteurised. 
The  only  untreated  milk  sold  in  this  district  is  farm-bottled 
tuberculin- tested  milk.  This  should  mean  that  the  herd  and  farm 
are  of  a  high  standard  and  under  veterinary  supervision.  It  is 
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possible  for  this  type  of  milk  to  contain  organisms  such  as  brucella 
abortus  and  of  course  they  would  not  be  destroyed  before  consump¬ 
tion  as  they  would  be  if  the  milk  were  pasteurised. 

Housing  is  a  big  problem  of  the  Council.  There  is  a  large 
list  of  applicants  for  Council  houses.  The  Ministry  asks  for  a 
five-year  housing  programme  for  slum  clearance.  There  are 
cases  of  overcrowding  still  outstanding.  Any  available  houses 
should  be  divided  between  these  three  housing  needs,  but  I  consider 
it  very  desirable  that  the  housing  standard  should  be  raised  and 
this  must  involve  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses. 

The  Rural  District  has  caravan  sites  as  fine  as  any  in  the 
land,  but  I  should  hate  to  see  caravans  as  permanent  homes  where 
there  are  young  children.  There  is  seldom  enough  room  for  children 
on  wet  days  in  an  ordinary  house. 

Much  is  often  said  about  the  desirability  of  public  conveniences 
on  our  beaches.  In  my  opinion,  on  health  grounds,  they  are  essential 
requirements  on  a  beach  where  many  people  congregate.

The  Council  also  employs  two  Rodent  Operators. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Littlehampton  Urban  District,  and  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  each  cover  part  of  the 
District  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  deals  with  important 
matters  in  the  whole  District,  together  with  administration  and 
committee  work  for  the  Council.  In  his  absence  Mr.  Rossiter  is 
his  Deputy. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  deals  with  practically  all  the 
public  health  matters  which  arise  in  the  District. 

Services  provided  by  West  Sussex  County  Council 

JVursing 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in 
the  area. 

Lists,  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses,  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries, 
Town  Halls,  or  offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to 
the  situatioh  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained 
from  the  same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor 
or  general  nurse. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 

The  County  Council  provide  Centres  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  These  Centres  are  accessible  to  some  of  the  residents 
of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  these  urban  areas. 
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The  County  Council  also  hold  Centres  within  the  district  at 
East  Preston,  Findon,  Lancing,  Rustington  and  Angmering.

Free  dental  treatment  is  available  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  at  the  Dental  Clinics. 

A  Birth  Control  Clinic  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
at  Shoreham  Health  Centre  and  a  Family  Planning  Association 
operates  one  at  the  Health  Centre  at  Bognor  Regis. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Lancing 
and  Rustington. 

School  Clinics 

The  following  Clinics  held  by  the  County  Council  are  avail¬ 
able  for  children  resident  in  the  district: — 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics  and  Dental  Clinics  are 
held  at  Littlehampton  Health  Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre  and 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  Health  Centre, 
Littlehampton  Health  Centre  and  Chichester  Health  Centre. 

Physiotherapy  Clinics  are  held  at  Littlehampton  Health 
Centre,  Lancing  Health  Centre,  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held  regularly  at  Chichester  and 
Bognor  Regis  Health  Centres  and  as  required  at  the  Lancing, 
Littlehampton  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centres. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  at 
Littlehampton  Hospital,  and  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

•  Ambulance  Service 

Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance 
on  the  case  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents 
or  other  emergencies. 
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Health  Education 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this  service,  a  great 
amount  of  which  is  done  by  the  Health  Visitors,  both  in  the  homes 
and  at  the  Clinics. 

Mental  Health 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  a  domiciliary  mental 
welfare  service,  but  institutional  and  out-patient  treatment  is 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Home  Help  Service 

This  continued  to  be  carried  out  very  efficiently  by  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

The  W.V.S.  provide  a  Meals  on  Wheels  service  for  old  people. 
The  western  area  is  covered  from  Littlehampton  and  the  eastern 
area  from  Lancing.  The  latter  send  out  approximately  50  meals 
to  old  people  in  their  homes,  and  25  to  an  old  people’s  club,  each 
day. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a 
private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to 
appropriate  charges. 

Mass  Radiography  Units  are  stationed  at  Portsmouth  and 
Brighton  where  members  of  the  public  may  have  their  chests 
X-rayed  at  regular  intervals. 

Chest  Clinics 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  Southlands 
Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  which  are  available  to  all  residents 
in  the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Residents  may  attend  Clinics  at  Worthing  Hospital,  St. 
Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester,  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton,  or  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth. 

General  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex, 
175  Broyle  Road,  Chichester.

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The  quality  of  the  water  obtained  from  public  sources  continues 
satisfactory  and  wholesome.  Unsatisfactory  reports  on  samples  of 
water  taken  from  individual  wells  have  resulted  in  action  being 
taken  in  all  cases  to  render  the  supply  wholesome,  or  alternatively 
to  secure  the  laying  on  of  a  public  water  supply.  In  one  Parish/ 
Farm  community  where  the  supply  from  the  local  well  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  extensive  alterations  to  the  pumping  equipment  were 
carried  out  and  a  chlorination  plant  installed  with  satisfactory 
results. 
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The  quantity  of  water  available  for  public  consumption  is 
adequate  throughout  the  District.  Where  public  piped  supplies  are 
available  regular  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical 
analyses  are  made  by  the  Water  Undertakers  concerned,  that  is 
to  say,  the  Brighton  Corporation,  Worthing  Corporation,  and 
Littlehampton  Urban  District  Council. 

During  the  year  63  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  ten  of  these 
were  from  Public  Supplies  and  four  from  Public  Supplies  owned 
by  Private  Companies;  the  remainder  were  from  individual  wells. 
All  the  Public  Supplies  are  chlorinated.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
Western  Area 

The  sewerage  system  serving  the  Parishes  of  East  Preston, 
Angmering,  Rustington,  Kingston  and  Ferring,  discharges  to  the 
sea  through  storage  tanks  at  Kingston  on  the  ebb  tide  at  a  point 
500  yards  below  high  water  mark  and  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  The  sewage  from  this  area  is  passed  through 
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the  system  by  means  of  ejectors  and  pumping  stations,  and  upon 
reception  at  the  Works  is  screened,  chlorinated. 

Eastern  Area 

The  system  at  Lancing  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  The  chlorination  plant  now  permanently  installed  has 
resulted  in  no  nuisance  arising  from  the  discharged  sewage. 

During  the  year,  1 5  new  connections  to  the  sewers  were  made 
in  the  Parish  of  Sompting.  This  makes  a  total  of  955  properties 
connected  to  the  sewer  since  the  laying  of  the  new  sewers  in  1949. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Findon  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Ministry,  and  their  decision  is  awaited  in  the  matter.

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse 

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  weekly  at  all  Parishes 
in  the  more  populated  Parishes  along  the  coast,  and  in  the  out¬ 
lying  Parishes  collections  are  made  twice  monthly. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  six  rear  loading  refuse 
collection  vehicles  of  the  latest  design,  supplemented  by  two  small 
side  loaders  for  actual  refuse  collection,  and  two  small  lorries  for 
general  service  work  and  one  van  for  waste  paper  collection  and 
salvage. 

In  the  western  area  controlled  tipping  at  the  Swillage  Lime 
Kiln,  Angmering,  was  carried  out  but  this  site  was  practically 
used  up  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Council  are  faced  with  finding 
satisfactory  alternative  means  of  disposal  during  the  forthcoming 
year. 

In  the  eastern  area  pulverisation  of  refuse  continues  satis¬ 
factorily  together  with  the  salvage  of  waste  products,  from  which 
considerable  income  towards  the  reduction  of  the  overall  cost  of 
the  service  has  been  obtained. 

(b)  Cesspools 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  operated  to  its  full  capacity 
throughout  the  year  but  in  spite  of  this  there  have  been  times  when 
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it  has  been  necessary  to  hire  an  additional  emptier.  It  appears 
very  evident  that  one  cesspool  emptier  cannot  do  all  the  emptying 
that  is  required  at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

4.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken 
in  respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

5.  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  one  Swimming  Pool  at  Rustington  Lido.  The 
chlorination  plant  broke  down  during  the  year  but  has  been 
reconditioned  during  the  winter  in  order  to  prevent  any  future 
breakdown.

187  visits  were  made  to  Camping  Sites  and  69  to  individual 
Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  7  commercial  sites  in  the  District  with  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  658  caravans.  Each  of  these  sites  is  fully  provided  with 
all  the  amenities  normally  expected,  that  is  to  say,  sanitary  annexe 
comprising  baths,  washbasins,  water-borne  sanitation,  clothes 
washing  facilities  and  drying  areas,  metalled  roadways,  hard 
standings  for  caravans,  ample  water  points  from  the  public  mains 
supply,  and  in  some  cases,  additional  amenities  in  the  form  of 
canteens  and  games  rooms. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  5  smaller  sites  providing 
accommodation  for  15  caravans,  and  28  single  sites  whereon  there 
are  stationed  individual  caravans.  Thus  the  total  number  of 
caravan  accommodation  in  the  District  is  701  in  all.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  considerable  nuisance  was 
experienced  from  the  breeding  of  flies  on  the  whole  length  of 
coastline  within  the  District.  Several  methods  of  eradication  were 
given  consideration,  and  finally  arrangements  were  made  in 
conjunction  with  adjoining  Authorities  for  the  whole  of  the  beach 
area  to  be  treated.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  arrangement  with 
Worthing  Corporation,  who  used  their  trained  team  of  operators 
and  their  equipment  to  spray  the  whole  of  the  beach  area,  the 
cost  of  which  was  met  by  the  Council.

As  a  result  of  these  inspections  55  contraventions  of  varying 
nature  were  found,  and  61,  including  some  from  the  previous  year, 
were  remedied. 

(4)  Clean  Food  educational  work  was  carried  out  by  the 
Inspectors  during  their  visits  to  food  premises  and  in  this  work 
they  have  met  with  full  co-operation  from  most  of  the  proprietors. 

(5)  Until  July  when  the  control  of  meat  ended,  the  method 
of  disposal  of  condemned  food  was,  so  far  as  meat  is  concerned,  if 
imported  it  was  returned  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Depot  in  the 
Worthing  Borough,  and  where  Home  Killed,  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Slaughterhouse,  also  in  Worthing. 

Following  on  de-control  and  the  coming  into  use  of  a  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  District,  the  Home  Killed  meat  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  is  disposed  of  to  Fertiliser  manufacturers 
and  soap  boilers.

MEAT 

The  control  of  meat  and  livestock  Orders  came  to  an  end  in 
July,  1954.  Until  then  the  supplies  of  meat  were  made  to  shops 
from  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  outside  the  District;  such 
meat  was  inspected  after  its  delivery  to  the  shops  and  a  small 
quantity  of  unfit  food  was  found. 

Subsequent  to  the  control  of  meat,  one  slaughterhouse  in  the 
District  came  into  full  use,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  slaughtering 
was  taking  place  at  these  premises  daily.  When  the  owner  applied 
for  renewal  of  his  licence  to  use  the  premises,  the  Council  approved 
only  on  condition  that  specified  works  were  carried  out,  and  the 
owner  agreed  to  do  these.

TIONS  1925 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a  Magistrate’s  Order  for  the  removal  of  Tuber¬ 
culous  persons  to  an  Institution  for  isolation. 
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
